in the Catholic faith, to the L itheran, in 
the Lutheran creed, t j other sects, the 
belief cf thee respective churches. 
On the common sonool system LU en­ 
thusiasm is shown in the following lines: 
The oommon schools have made the 
people of the United gtatet manly, self 
reliant, independent and intelligent. The 
parochial school system of the old woiil 
has bred servility, aLd ignorance, tazza - 
roni and monks. (Sermonizing, with the 
Bennett law for a text, is a subterfuge 
resorted to by the priests to eccape pop­ 
ular condemnbtion cf their real purpose, 
hostility to the common schools. 
T i ii state is most fortunate in haring 
the constitutional inhibition that no sec­ 
tarian instruction shall be allowed in the 
common schools. 
Mr. Felker does not forget the mo­ 
tives that prompt certain democratic 
politicians to oppose the Bennett law 
and be lays them bare in this language: 
The small faction of democratic poll 
tioians who oppose t e Bennett law is 
hardly woithy of notice.

A ru M ii(« r Train Breaks la Two 
tho Sections Crash Together— 
Other Casualties.

No. 12 on the Lake Shore railroad from 
the West, due In Buffalo at 9:10 last 
night, and running very fast to make 
up lost time, broke In two near Hamburg 
about 8:50 o’clock. 
The front part of 
the train, consisting of engine, tender 
three 
baggage-cars, 
and 
fonr day 
coaches, was quickly brought to a stand­ 
still. 
The rear half, composed of four 
heavy Pullmans, came on down grade 
and crashed Into the rear day coach. 
The Pullman, 
being 
the 
heavier, 
lifted the day coach into the air, and 
they now lie one on top of the others, 
both having 
telescoped tho first day 
coach. 
Both the day coaches and the 
Pullmans were full of passengers. 
As near as cai. be ascertained seven 
were killed and 
twenty-five injured. 
Most of those in tho last day coach were 
warned in time to leave, but those In the 
first Pullman had no warning and the 
cars met and telescoped with terrific 
force. 
The Pullman was 
completely 
buried beneath the other cars. An en 
gine was dispatched to Buffalo for aid, 
J. F. Minnie, who had his arm cut off, 
tieing taken along. 
It was two and one- 
half hours before the

A wrecking train preceded the relief 
train m d the work of extricating the 
imprisoned sufferers was begun.

Colorado Trains Nearly Swept Away—On*

The De Ruyter. from Antwerp, Driven on 
th e Const In a Storm.

torily. 
He will also be able to furnish 
books of instruction in silk-culture be­ 
fore the scricultural season opens. 
For three seasons he has boon pur­ 
chasing cocoons from American silk- 
growers at an average price of 90 
cents per pound, and wishes a still 
further supply with which to continue 
the experiments now being made at 
Washington in the reelin * of silk from 
the cocoon.

The carrot, like other root crops, de­ 
lights in sandy loam, richly tilled. For 
early crop sow in spring, as soou as 
the ground {sin good working order, 
for later crops they may be sown any­ 
time until the middle of June.

ning out to three or four inches be­ 
tween the plants.

Home Breeding on tho Farm. 
An exchange gives this synopsis of 
an interesting paper on "Horse Breed­ 
ing on the Farm,” recently read at • 
Farmers’ institute by Mr. A. J. Smith 
of Amherst, Wisconsin: 
He held firmly to the idea advanced 
by him a year ago, that the horse 
possesses no intelligence, but is an 
animal governed by instinct. 
He re­ 
garded the raising of good horses one 
of the best lines of business for the cen- 
erat farmer. 
As to the kind best to 
breed, he said the farmer must be his 
own judge, having regard for the fash­ 
ion of the times and the class of horses 
in hest demand in the markets. 
Th* 
indications, he thought, were favorn 
blo to the draft horse, which found 1 
ready market and brought good price 
at an early age. 
The paper wo9 de 
voted to the care and management ct 
horses and brood mares to a consider 
uble 
extent. 
He 
thought manx 
farmers inclined too much to keeping 
brood mares too closely confined in 
the stable in winter, depriving them 
of needed exercise and getting them 
too fat for the production of good 
colts. 
They should have an abund­ 
ance of outdoor exercise, substantial 
food, and comfortable sheds in cold 
and stormy weather. 
They would be 
healthier and produce better colt* 
than if pampered in the stable.
